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Build for the Blind 


Edmonton citizens would do well to bud- 
get now for the Build for the Blind cam: | 
paign, which commences February 16th, The | 
financial objective of the campaign is $100,- 
000, and its purpose is the erection of a build- 
ing in this city which will serve some 500 
blind persons in Northern Alberta and will 
contain 29 rooms for blind residents. 

The structure will provide recreation 
rooms and lounges, as well as hobby rooms 
where crafts such as knitting, sewing, weav- 
ing, leather work and basketry will be taught. 
There will be a small industrial department 
to train blind workers for general industry. 
A blindcraft salesroom will display and sell 
the products made by blind workers at their 
homes and at the centre. 

Braille books and cards will be provided, 
as well as talking books, music records and 
radios. 

The Canadian National Institute of the | 
Blind district offices will be moved to this | 
building. 

Operating costs of work among the blind 
in Edmonton are financed through the Com- | 
munity Chest. But capital expenditures must 
be secured through a special appeal such as 
this, since an attempt to secure capital funds 
through the Chest two years ago failed. 

This is a project well-deserving of gener- 
ous support. Edmonton people should plan 
now to contribute the full amount required. 


Canada’s Growing Time 


Ontario has a province-wide shortage of 
householders and industrial 


electric power, 
users being warned that drastic steps will 
have to be taken unless they burn lights and 


run motors fewer hours per day. In one area, 


where production is large, the power-short- | 
age is said to be the worst in 25 years. } 

It is not that long since an Ontario pre- 
mier was roundly censured for making a 
deal to buy power from hydro-electric plants 
in Quebec. The province, it was argued, had 
all the current it needed or was likely to need 
for many years, and in the meantime would 
be paying for what it could not use and could 
not safely contract to re-sell in the United 
States. 3 | 

The present shortage is another indication 
of how much faster Canada has grown in- | 
dustrially than people in pre-war years | 
thought to be possible. Now the Ontario 
hydro-commission is feverishly building new 
plants, even importing labor from Europe to 
speed up the construction job, and with no 
hope of catching up with the demand for a | 
year or more.
